sYork Times nor The Washington 
‘Post was invited. A complete list 
‘was not available of those who 
were picked to attend the bricf- 
ing today which included ses-| 
‘sions with officials from the 
State and Defense departments, 
with the National Security Coun- 
cil staff and with the President. 

But among those asked to at- 

tend were - executives of the 
‘three ‘television networks and 
ihe editors of The Washington 
Star, Los Angeles Times, Chica- 
-g0 Tribune, Chicago Sun-Times, 
‘Boston Globe and Philadelphia 
Bulletin. 
; An aide to Nixon’s communi- 
‘cations director, Herbert Klein 
(—, who issued the invitations — 
said he did not know why two of 
‘the nation’s largest Papers were 
‘exluded. Both have been critical! 
‘of the President’s Vietnam poli- 
‘cy in frequent editorials. 

“It could not be an idcological 
‘thing,’ the aide said, “because 
‘the Boston Globe was invited,” 
The Globe also has criticized the 
.administration’s Vietnam policy
